MAY RETURN IGEL PAPERS 
TO FOIL GERMAN PROTEST 


{BY DIRECT EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, April 23.— 
President Wilson and his 

official family do not propose to let 
Germany confuse the vital sub- 
marine issue by magnifying the ar- 
rest of Wolf con Igel, secretary to 
Capt. Franz Von Papen, the recalled 
military attache of the German Em- 
bassy, and the seizure of papers in 
his office. 

Administration officials desire to 
have the submarine issue settled in- 
dependently and without the inter- 
position of any extraneous issues. 

Officials do not intend to give Ger- 
many any excuse for saying that 
the United States government is un- 
friendly not only on the question 
of the submarine warfare, but on 
everything else as well. 

In order to free the present tense 
situation between Washington and 
complica- 
tions, therefore. 
in official circles is that Secretary 
Lansing, following a conference with 
President Wilson, has virtually de- 
cided to return all of the Von Igel 
papers to Count Johan von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador. 

No intimation was received by the 
administration today, either official 
or otherwise of the attitude of Ber- 
lin toward President Wilson's final 
note on the submarine issue, nor is 
any expected within a week, as has 
been announced, 

BLOCKS A PROTEST. 

The return of the Von Igel papers 
will prevent the raising of any fur- 
ther issue between Washington and 
Berlin over their seizure, It 
known that Ambassador von Bern-

and is now awaiting instructions as 
to what further ‘representations 
shall be made to the State Depart- 
ment regarding their return. 
While high administration offi-

realize that this aotion by agents of 
the Department of Justice may af- 
ford Germany an excuse for at- 
tempting to confuse the submarine 
issue by dragging in extraneous mat- 
ters.

Anthony ‘Amendment Dwarfs 


Other Issues, Tis Said. 
Declaring that military and 


economic preparedness, the tariff, 


issues, Which the nation faces at 
this time, are dwarfed into insig- 
nificance by the tremendous impor- 
tance of the Susan B. Anthony con- 
stitutional amendment, prominent 
speakers in the ranks of suffrage 
addressed a mass meeting, attended 
by more than 200 persons, yesterday, 
at Polytechnic High School. 

The speakers, who are members 
of a party of thirty prominent suf- 
frage advocates from the East, are 
touring the West in effort to ob- 
tain the support of the enfranchised 
women voters for a proposed wom- 
an's party. In a series of dramatic 
talks the visitors sought to impress 
local women who attended the meet- 
ing with the value of their ballot as 


A weapon to secure national suf- 
new during the present session of 


ongress. 

The most effective method, the 
audience was told, lies in using the 
4,000,000 women voters as a menace 
to the success of any and all po- 
litical parties who will not guar- 
anteee to act favorably and at once 
upon the constitutional suffrage, 
amendment. The woman's party is 
to be organized for the express pur- 
pose of wielding the vote of women 
in that manner. Other issues and 
platform planks are not to be con- 
sidered, according to the speakers, 
and the woman's party will use its 
influence in support of the political 
party which will accede to its de- 
mands for suffrage. 

MEN, TOO. 

The meeting was opened by Dr. J. 
Whitcomb Brougher. Mrs. Clara 
Shortridge Foltz, presiding. Among 
the speakers were Mies Helen Todd 
of New York, Miss Lucy Burns of 
Washington, Mrs. Harriot 8. Biatch 
of New York, and J. H. Braley of 
Los Angeles. 

Miss Todd, who has taken part 
in many of the State suffrage cam- 
paigns, gave some interesting detalls 
of the fight for the ballot in Cali- 
fornia. She stated that it is not pos- 
sible for the women in the Bast 
to become enfranchised through 
State referendums for at least sev- 
eral generations. Their only chance, 
she said, lies in a national fight and 
in that, the women of the West must 
do most ot the effective work. 

She expressed disappointment in 
the action of a local women’s social 


of disapproval “on the project of 
using the ballots of the en- 
franchised women as a menace to 
the political success of any national 
party. She referred to the trip the 
eastern women have made, to seek 
their political freedom through the 

ce of their Sisters in the 
West, as constituting the greatest 
compliment ever paid the latter and 
said: 

“Surely no class should respond 
more quickly, more powerfully ‘to 
the appeal of the disfranchised than 
the enfranchised of our own sex. 
Let a mighty response come from 
woman to woman.” 

POINTS WAY. 

Miss Burns, vice-president of the 
Congressional Union and the leader 
of the party making the tour, told 
of the history of the organization. 
In a stirring appeal to California 
voters she said: 

“T came with the flying equadron’ 
of the Congressional Union in the 
‘suffrage special’ because no woman 
is free until all women are free; be- 
cause the moment the Susan . 
Anthony amendment is passed, our 
beloved country will be safer from 
war than it was before. 

“The power to secure the passage 
of the amendment Iles in the euf- 
frage States, therefore, we come to 
them and call upon the western 
women to put the freedom of Ameri- 
can women before all party affilia- 
tions. We ask them to organize 
and make articulate their desire for 
the passage of the amendment in 
the present session of Congress. We 
are not interested in suffrage planks 
or promises. 

“What is the use of asking a party 
to promise to do something in the 
future which it can perfectly well 


ng a Presidential 
election in which the suffrage States 
control one-third of the vote neces- 
sary to elect a President. The 
twelve equal suffrage States are 
doubtful States, where a small turn- 
over of votes can change the re- 
suit of the election. It ie this po- 
litical situation that will make the 
party now in power accede to the 
strong insistent requests of voting 
women. To allenate such a large 
group of voters would be political 
suicide. We expect the demands of 
women voters to remove the blink- 
ers from. the eves of the dominant 
party!in Washington and show them 
the derful chance to win a great 
practical advantage before the cam- 
paign opens. and a moral prestige 
that will endure through the cen- 
turies. 
“Confidentiy and boldly, sure of 


to our sisters of the West, that the 
right of all the people to make the 
laws under which they live, is more 
important than any and every ques- 
tion before our nation today. Hu- 
man liberty must precede the set- 
tlement of all questions.” 

The Susan R. Anthony amend- 
ment, which provides that “the right 
of citizena of the United States to 
vote shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any State 
on account of sex.” was drafted in 
ite present form by Susan B. An- 
thony in 1875 and was first intro- 
duced into the Senate in 1878 by A. 
A. Sargent. During the years which 
have followed it has been repeat- 
ediy presented to Congress. Con- 
gress in the present session has side- 
stepped the issue. In the Senate | 
the bill was introduced December 
7, last, by Senators Sutheriand, 
Thomas and Thompson. In the 
House it Was presented by Repre- 
sentatives Mondell, Raker, Keating 
and Hayden.

Shall We Live Again After 
Death?” was the subject of a ser- 
mon preached by Dr. R. F. Coyle 
at Westlake Presbyterian Church 
yesterday.

“In the galleries of Europe many 
of you have seen works of art which 
have excited the admiration of gen- 


erations. They are immortal mas- 
terpieces, enduring triumphs of 
painting and sculpture, treasures 


more highly prized than mines of 
gold and silver. But the men who 
put those marvelous paintings on 
the canvas, Raphael, Angelo, Ti- 
tian and Tintorette, died hundreds 
of years ago. And if they were dead 
when they died, if when they ceased 
they ceased to be, if 
the minds that conceived and exe- 
cuted those works of art went out 
like candles in the night, then the 
painters were less than their paint- 
ings, astounding genius less than 
canvas and color. But who believes 
that or can believe it? 

It. the picture lives 600 years, 
and the stone after the sculptor has 
touched it and chiseled it lives a 
1000 years, is it possible that the 
man who made the picture, and the 
man who carved the matchless 
figure out of the cold marble, be- 
came extinct when the life went 
out of their bodies? No, it is ab- 
surd. A conclusion of that kind 
would be stupid folly and only a 
mad man could subscribe to it. 
The skeptic who doubts the immor- 
tality of the soul admits that he is 
a thorough believer in the survival 
of the fittest. But if he is, how 
can he believe that a man’s work 
outlives the man; that the thing 
done is fitter to survive than the 
doer; that the cause is inferior to 
the effect? To believe that is to 
play havoc with all sense and reason 
and convert the mind into a cham-

The raising o Christ rom 
the tomb in Joseph's garden is 
either the pivot on which the whole 
world of eternal light turns or 
it is not a historical fact it is the 
axis of a world plunged into a hope- 
less night from which there can 
never come one single ray of hope 
or light. 

It Christ be not risen then our 
gospel is vain. Christ is no mére 
than any other human soul. 

“If Christ be not risen then all 
our hopes of the final resurrection 
are mere imaginations from a for- 
tile but dreaming mind. Our 
loved ones buried in the cemetarics 


are there, locked in a hopeless im- 
prisonment. They shall not rise. 
It is ashes to ashes, dust to dust 
and earth to earth without any hope 
of the final resurrection at the com- 
ing of Jesus, for then Jesus will not 
come and He must be in the tomb 
still. The black despair to us 
who have loved ones buried would 
be unspeakable if that were true. 

“But, thanks to God, this is only 
a supposition that heightens our 
faith and confirms our confidence 
in the glorious gospel that sets all 
upon the well settled historical fact 
of raising of Christ from the 
dead. We do not guess it.

of the Father on high. Christ has 
risen.

“But we may cherish a hope 80 
much better than that, that death 
itself may be simply the open door 
into a life of beatific gladn it 
may be the sending of the soul 
into a life of unimagined liberty. 

“The Apostie Paul has furnished 
many helpful analogies to help us 
conceive ofja body for the spirit. 
He taught that in Christ la a power 
not only of lite continued beyond 
the grave; that may be believed by 
one who has no faith at all in 
Christ. Rather he shows us that 
Christ is the creator of a new vic- 
torious condition in the spirit of the 
disciple. Hitherto sin had worked 
a destruction in our animal nature 
which would be consu in 
the degeneracy of death.

Germans are a business people. They 
conduct wars as a business enterprise.

Nothing would be gained, and the 
most powerful neutral would be turned in- 
to an enemy.

FFEOCT ON THE NORTHWEST OF 
DEMOCRATIC LEGISLATION. 

The imports of lumber and shingles into 

the State of Washington from British 


to $31,847,000, which was four times as 
much as under the Republican tariff. Up 
to the present date the Democratic “tariff 
for revenue only” has taken fifty millions 
of dollars away from the workmen of Wash- 
ington and given it to the Chinese, Hindus 
and Japanese in British Columbia: while 
lumber and shingle milis in the Northwest 
have been closed. 

The adoption of a “tariff for revenue on- 
ly” has also taken about $7,000,000 from the 
revenue formerly derived from importations 
of lumber and shingles from British Colum- 
bia. 
Have the consumers of lumber in the 
United States gained the $57,000,000 that 
American workmen and the United States 
government lost? They have not. Lumber 
commands a higher price than it did before 
the Democrats broke into power and with 
the Underwood bill played the devil with 
the industries of our country, The lumber 
manufacturers of British Columbia added 
partly to their bank accounts, and partly 
to the wages of their workmen, the millions 


of dollars that the Democrats threw away. 


The Democratic “tariff for revenue only” 
reduced the duty on fish. As a result, 
10,000 men engaged in fishing in the State 
of Washington are affected by having their 
wages reduced, the United States loses the 
revenue it formerly received from this 
source, there is no reduction to the 
consumer in the price of canned salmon. 

The Democrats took the duty off eggs. 
The hens of: the State of Washing: 
ton are squawking with indignation at be- 
ing compelled to compete with Chinese 
ovarian fruit that is well stricken in years, 
and yet the price of eggs to the consumer 
continues to advance. 

Washington formerly supplied the Middle 
West with the Royal Ann cherry. Under 
the Underwood tariff, cherries are on the 
free list, and, owing to the cheap labor of 
Italy, cherries are landed in the eastern 
States, and as far west as St. Louis, cheaper 
than they can be furnished from Washing- 
ton. 
The “tariff for revenue only” is not the 
only club with which Democracy smote the 
workers of the State of Washington. Some- 
thing like $10,000,000 was expended at the 
Port of Washington in preparation for the 
opening of the Panama Canal. The Demo- 
cratic party in its platform had promised 
exemption from tolls to coastwise ships. 
At the insistence of President Wilson, who 
obeyed the commangs of Sir Edward Grey, 
the Democratic party repealed the law it 
had pledged itself to support. 

By that act the freight upon every thou- 
sand feet of lumber that goes through the 
Panama Canal was increased $1.50. 
creased the freight rate upon every bushel 


every car that crosses the continent $60— 
most of which comes out of the wages of 
the laborers of the State of Washington. 
“and yet,” said Congressman Humphreys, 
in a recent speech, they expect ua out in 
the State of Washington to be enamored 
of a Democratic administration.” 

“What,” said Congressman Humphreys, 
“is a Democratic promise going to be worth 
in the platform that will be written at the 
coming convention at St. Louis? Who will 
believe it or place any credence in what 
may be said in it in view of the repudiation 
of the Panama Canal, and practically every 
other plank in the last Democratic plat- 
form?

forth bright and clear in history as 
the date of the ending of shooting 
down men and the date of the be- 
ginning of the building up of indus- 
tries.

It is our natural heri- 
tage.” And the Ambassador has 
been tireless in his activities in or- 
der to bring about this state of peace 
which he so earnestly desires. The 
endless problems which have con- 
fronted him ever since the begin- 
ning of the war have been met with 
unfailing patience and an energy 
which is nothing short of marvel- 
ous.

Since that crisis was bridged, or 
rather the broken pieces were ce- 
mented together, the Ambassador

tania disaster, according to diplo- 
mats closely associated with Count 
von Bernstorff, it was only through 
his insistence and forceful determi- 
nation and constant hammering that 
the German Foreign Office was 
brought to realize the American

lost. The almost insurmountable 
obstacles met and the difficulties 
overcome by this reserved, polished 
and kindly man are of such delicacy 
that the general public has little 
comprehension of them. When one 
realizes that all this was accom- 
plished through letters and cable 
dispatches one may slightly under- 
stand the heroic size of the busi- 
ness. An attache of the German 
Embassy who has been in very close 
touch with the Ambassador said:
